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LIMITS OF SERVICE. 


1. IT is the intention of this 
Society to serve in the Town of 
Cambridge and its immediate Neigh- 
bourhood, 


OFFICERS. 


2. The Commissioned Officers, Non- 
commissioned Officers, and Treasurer, 
shall be, from time to time, elected 
by ballot, out of and by the Members. 

3. Each commissioned Officer shall 
wear a sword, sash, and gold epaulet: 
the Captain two gold epaulets. 

4. The Sergeant-Major and Sergeants 
shall each wear a sword, saſh, and 


sary. 
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Shoulder-straps edged with gold twist, 
and each Corporal two stripes on the 
right sleeve. 

5. Each Corporal and Private shall 
be furnished with a musquet, bayonet, 
cartouche- box, belts, and such other 
accoutrements as shall be deemed neces- 


UNIFORM. 

6. The following uniform, which 
has been adopted, shall be continued, 
viz. blue coat, lined and turned up with 
white shalloon, plain yellow buttons, 
scarlet collar and cuffs, white panta- 
loons, half gaiters of black cloth with 
black buttons, a round hat with bear- 
skin, black cockade, and black feather, 


COMMITTEE. 
7. There shall be constantly a Com- 


mittee of fifteen Members to superin-

tend the affairs of the Society, eight of 
which shall go off after they have sat a 
fortnight, and the next eight in rota- 
tion shall sit with the remaining seven, 
and so on with every svcceeding Com- 
mittee, in order that a chain of infor- 
mation may be continued from one 
Committee to another. 

8. The Committee shall meet every 
Friday evening, at such hour as the So- 
ciety shall, from time to time, appoint ; 
and every Committee-Man, not then 
attending, shall be fined Sixpence, to be 
spent by those who are present. 

9. That the Committee, or the 
Chairman of the Committee (in case 
of extraordinary occasions), shall have 
the power of adjourning their Meetings 
from time to time, as the necessity of 
the business may appear to them to 
require: aud that every Committec- 
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man, not then attending according to 


such extraordinary summons, shall 


pay a fine of Sixpence, to be by 
those who are present. 


ELECTION OF MEMBERS. 
10. No person shall be admitted a 


Member of this Association, who shall 


not be approved of by a Majority of the 


Committee. 


WEEKLY SUBSCRIPTION. 


11. Every Person, who shall be cho- 
sen a Member of this Association, shall, 
on the Monday after his admission, pay 
a Week's Subscription to the Treasu— 
rer; and, in order that he may provide 
himself with the proper uniform, arms, 
and accoutrements, he shall be allowed 
twice to miss the time of Exercise, 
without incurring avy forteit. - =» 
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12. Each Member shall subscribe 


Sixpence weekly to the fund, to be 
paid to the Treasurer. 


FINES 
13. All fines (except those for non- 


attendance on the Committee), for- 


feitures, and weekly subscriptions, ſhall 
be paid to the Treasurer, as and for a 
fund for the Society. 


14. As the purpose of the Associa- 


tion may be frustrated, if the fines, | 


forfeitures, and weekly subscriptions 
are not regularly paid, —the Treasurer 
Shall, once a month, produce, on the 
Club-night, an account of all Arrears, 
which ſhall then be read over by the 
Secretary: And every person, whosc 
name shall twice appear in the Arrear- 
list, ſhall, on notice thereof being sent 
to him by the Secretary, forfeit Two 
Shillings and Sixpeuce, unless he shall 
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discharge his Artears before the next 
Club-night, 


TREASURER, 


15. The Treasurer shall not make 


any payment out of the Society's fund, 
without an order from the Majority of 


the Committee, signed by their Chair- 


man. 


TREASURER'S ACCOUNTS. 


16. The Treasurer's Accounts shall 
be audited twice a year, 70 077, at 
Michaelmas and Lady-Day, by a Com- 
mittee of Fifteen Members, to be ap- 
pointed by the Society on the Club- 
nights immediately preceding those 


periods; a majority of whom thall be 
competent to act. 
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MISBEHAVIO UR. 


17. If any Member shall, as Juch, 
| behave improperly, the Committee, on 
being informed thereof, shall inquire 
into the matter, and report the result 
to the Society, who may admoniſh, fine, 
or expel him, at their discretion. 


INATTENTION, 


18. As it is out of all military order 
for a person in the ranks to talk during, 
or be inattentive to, the exercise, every 
person so offending, shall, in each case, 
be fined Sixpence, at the discretion of 
the Officer commanding the section. 


CLUB MEETINGS, 


19. The Society shall meet as a Club, 
ence a fortnight, at the' Angel Inn 
(Head Quarters), at seven o'clock in

the evening, to receive the Report of — 
the Committee ; and every Member, 
whether present or absent, shall con- 
tribute Sixpence to the expence of the 
evening, to be paid to the landlord then, 
or on the following night. 


BAND. 


20. On Club-nights, and on all pub- 
lic occasions, the Band shall be enter- 
tained at the expence of the Members. 


STEWARD, 


21. Every Member shall, in his 
turn, act as Steward on the Club- 
nights. 


STRANGERS. ' 


22. Every Member may introduce 
4 Friend on Club-nights, who shall 
be immediately presented to the Stew-

ard, and pay One Shilling towards the 


evening's expence. And no stranger 
shall be admitted, unless expreſsly in- 
vited by a Member.

MUSTERS. 


23. The Corps ſhall assemble for 
the purpose of being exercised, on such 
days and at such hour and place, as the 
majority of the Society shall, from time 

. to time, on their Club- nights, agree 

: upon. . 

24, At the time of Exercise, the Mus- 
ter-roll of each Subdiviſion shall be 
called over by its Sergeant, the names 
of the Officers by the Sergeant-Major, 
and the names of the Band by the Flu- 
gal ; afterwards, the names of the Ab- 
sentees only shall be called over: And 
every person, not then answering to 


lis name, shall be fined One Shilling, 
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( 12 ) 
unless absent on account of illness 
(which shall be certified to the Com- 
mittee within fourteen days), or wholly 
absent from Cambridge for a space of 
time including Two Muster Days. 


RANKS. 
25. No Person shall be allowed to 


join the ranks, unless in full uniform. 


26. Every Member leaving the ranks 
during the time of Exercise, without 
permission of the Commanding Officer, 


shall be fined One Shilling. 7 


ACTUAL SERVICE. 


27, In all cases of emergency, the 
drum shall beat to arms, and the Corps 


shall immediately assemble at Head- 


Quarters, in their full uniform, with 
their arms and accoutrements. , - 6-

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RESIGNATION, | 
28. Any Member may withdraw his 
name from this Association, on giving 
a week's notice of his intention, in 
writing, to the Committee, and paying 
up his. Arrears. 


ARMS GRATIS. 


29. The arms and accoutrements 
found for any Member, at the expence 


of the Society, shall, on his death, re- 


tiring, or expulsion, be returned in 


good condition, or the full yalue there- 


of repaid to the Society, 


LEGISLATIVE BODY. 


30. The present Rules and Orders 
may, from time to time, be enlarged or 
rescinded, and new ones made, pro- 


vided the Society shall, on a Club- 


night, give notice of their intention 
of, and appoint a time for, so doing ; 
and that Four-fifths of the Members 
of the whole Society concur in opinion. 
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31. That the Members of the 8 
ciation observe as Grand Field Days, 
under the penalty of Two Shillings and 
Sixpence each for absence, the Anni- 
versary of the Institution (24th of Fe- 
bruary), the 4th of June, the 22d of 
September, the 2 5th of October, and 
the 5th of November. 

32. The Cambridge Yeomanry Ca- 
valry shall be considered as Honorary
